Another development on which au- 
thorities concenterated Iheir efforts 
Wednesday was the confession, said by 
police to have been obtained Tues 
day from Mrs. Margaret Miller, wife 
of John Miller, now under arrest as 
the alleged driver of the "Death Car" 
from which shots were fired killing 
two policemen early last week in the 
labor feud. 


Police connect the firing of the 


building with labor dicorders through 
a man who warned two women in an 
adjoining building to escape before 
their building caught fire. One 
of 


these women barely escaped assault 
whpii she atlemnled to question the 
man. 
After kicking at her he ran 


down the steps shouting "to hell with 
the L/anchs award"—the wage decision 
opposed by the labor leaders in the 
feud,

ATTITUDE 


The (ienoa conference did not fail be- 


cause or non-participation by the T'nitcd 
States. 
Neither did it fail because of 


the hostility of Lord Northcliffe to Lloyd 
Gcorsre and his European policies, nov be- 
cause of the Russo-German treaty. 
It 


failed primarily because of the impossi- 
bility of reconciling two fundamentally 
incompatible social systems—communism 
and present day democratic institutions. 
based on rights of property and freedom 
of the individual. They are like oil and 
•water and simply will not mix. Russia is 
helpless, even helpless to restore produc- 
tivity for her own needs, without assist- 
ance from the outside world. 
That as- 


sistance can come only in the form of 
credit, capital and commerce. 
It will 


not. however, be available so long as the 
soviet government attempts to cure its 
economic distress by application of com- 
unistic principles. The foundation simply 
is not there on which to transact busi- 
ness with the rest of the world. 


At times the Genoa conference came 


dangerously near to yielding to the Rus- 
sian point of view to secure the prize 
that HPS in the exploitation of Russia. 
Powerful interests were represented from 
ea^h of thp great powers in quest of con- 
cer=ions of immense potential value. These 
interests were- prepared to make political 
concessions in order to secure commercial 
end financial opportunities. 
Fortunately 


for Russia and for the world at large. 
the political compromise that would have 
meant a recognition of the soviet govern- 
ment was not made. 
Roth Great Britain 


and France went to Genoa prepared to 
recognize the communistic regime, pro- 
vided they 
could obtain what they re- 


garded as sufficient guarantee for the pay- 
ment of Russia's past obligations and her 
future commitments. 
These were nut 


forthcoming, 
and 
without guarantees 


the political compromise wns futile. 


The whole affair has eminently estab- 


lished the wisdom of America's declina- 
tion to take part in the conference. It has 
sustained the American policy toward 
Russia as denned by Secretary Hughes in 
March of 1021. and as reiterated by the 
secretary of state in his vote of March 
8th last to the.Italian ambassador declin- 
ing the invitation for representation in 
the Genoa conference. Mr. Hughes has 
definitely refused to deal with the soviet 
government until it establishes "the es- 
sential basis of productivity.'' 
which 


means recognition of the rights of private 
property and guarantees for the dis- 
charge of both past and future financial 
obligations. 
This Russia has declined to 


do. 


The extreme attitude adopted by the 


French did not wreck the conference any 
more than did various other develop- 
ments Xor can the German position be 
said to have created an impasse. 
Its trea- 


ty with Russia is of no particular conse- 
quence so long as recognition 
of Rus- 


sia is withheld, and 
it is quite clear 


that is 
was made 
in 
the 
&ope of 


securing special advantages in Russia 
which the colonizing German spirit had ex- 
pected to lay the groundwork for in some- 
thing like a political mandate over Rus- 
sia at the hands of the conference. 


Russia now plans to secure by separate 


agreement what she failed to gain by gen- 
eral treaty. It seems to be the idea of her 
diplomats that the <\vay to this end can 
be paved by the conclusion of a treaty 
with the United States. 
The basis for 


l this illusion is hard to see, because it 
' would necessarily invite an abandonment 
of the American policy. 
The president 


has wisely declined the invitation to The 
Hague meeting for the altogether consist- 
ent reason that it will simply amount to a 
prolongation of the Genoa conference and 
its unsettled political problems. 
It still

remains for Europe to discover that com- 
munism and democracy will not work out 
together. 
"When it has reached that con- 


clusion and can exercise patience and re- 
straint in its desire to exploit Russia, 
progress will have been made toward a 
policy more in conformity with the Ameri- 
can policy. 
It will mean a continuance of 


Russian isolation, but this is a medicine 
which must be administered to sovietism 
for its cure. 


MISQUOTING A BISHOP 


Fragments broadcasted over the coun- 


try from the annual report of Bishop Wil- 
liam Lawrence of Massachusetts gave the 
impression that this influential Boston 
primate had taken a stand against the Vol- 
stead act and for wine and beer. 
Parts 


of his speech seeming to support that view 
were separated from a context which en- 
tirely reversed 
their meaning and sent 


out by apparently interested agencies to 
he 
misinterpreted 
by 
thousands 
of 


readers. 


It is doubtful if any man has ever 


been more directly and unnecessarily mis- 
quoted. 
Bishop Lawrence's speech is one 


of the strongest arraignments of the li- 
quor business and of liquor as a beverage 
which has been heard in America this 
year. Its sole demand is for a sane obedi- 
ence to the law and its strength lies in the 
analysis of both sides of the case which re- 
porters twisted into a weird contradic- 
tion. 


•'"Prohibition of drink does not involve 


the prohibition of liberty of expressing 
one's opinion. 
Surely it is competent for 


anv citizen to speak, work and do every- 
thing consistent with the law and to have 
a law amended or rescinded." declared 
this brilliant i-hmvliman. 
Not an intelli- 


gent thinker in America will gainsay the 
truth of this statement, and if wets had 
confined their efforts within the scope of 
this much misinterpreted paragraph the 
eighteenth 
amendment would long ago 


have been completely enforced. 


The difficulty has been that opponents 


of prohibition have steadily persisted in 
speaking for measures inconsistent with 
the law. and in encouraging violation of 
the law as a means to its amendment. The 
bishop does anything but encourage such 
tactics. 


"The constitutional a m e n d m e n t 


stands.1' he reminds us. "and it has been 
carried through by the same r-nnstitn- 
tional steps as preserve 
our 
liberties. 


Every loyal citizen is bound to stand by it, 
and in my opinion every loyal citizen is 
bound to support such state laws as will 
insure its enforcement." 


Along with this unequivocal state- 


ment goes a plea 
for general reaction 


against indulgence in drink, not only from 
a patriotic and legal standpoint, but as a 
matter of health and efficiency. 
The na- 


tion needs such a revival of temperance 
information too lontr forgotten. 


"How can any one with consideration 


for others." asks Bishop Lawrence, "con- 
tinue an indulgence which he may even 
think harmless, when by his abstention 
he may help others? 
And 
even if he 


thinks it makes no difference, how can he 
be happy in taking that chance? 
Is his 


pleasure or even his sense of liberty worth 
the risk? 


"Every employer of labor knows that 


the men who drink are in the long run 
less 
efficient than 
those who do not 


drink. 


"How then are those directors and offi- 


cers who drink cocktails or whisky or 
White Rock going to answer the question 
of the men in their employ. 'Why is not 
that which is bad for our efficiency just as 
bad for your efficiency?' 'Are your brains 
made of different stuff from ours?' 'Have 
not we who work for the corporation for 
which you work as much righttoexpectof.

it isn't "catarrh." "rheumatism," "nervous trouble," 
or a "cold." 
Softly, softly, friends.] 
I am not a 


long distance diagnostician. In fact, I am no great 
shakes as a diagnostician even when I have the vic- 
tim right in my clutches and a complete protocol of 
his financial status in hand. In abolishing these al 
leged • disease conditions I do not mean to imply 
that your only safe course is to consult me about 
what you imagine ails you. All I intend to con- 
vey is a wholesome doubt which will perhaps en- 
courage you to discontine idle experimentation and 
seek sound medical attention. 
Just now I am suffering severely from liver com- 


plaint. 
In the past few days I have had about 


every symptom a strong imagination ever associat- 
ed with a bad liver presented for my consideration 
by skeptical readers who just can't give up without 
a battle their fond illusions about "torpid liver" or 
"Hver going on strike," or 
"bilious condition." 


Charity forbids mentioning the symptoms here— 
consult any almanac if you are a collector. But, 
alas, I can make nothing of these fascinating symp- 
toms.
